for handicapped children (even mentally iilNi^dren), listed m^^tly services based 
,o'n a metMciU modeUlhis is, hc^pital os psyd^iatric serviccs-and missed many of 
^ the^smallel, but significant, education programs throu^out the United States, Our 
^quaintanfce with families with an autistic child led us to believe that only a small 
portion of the population of psychotic children are in, mental h<^pitals-and even 
fewer shopd be. Our hunch that education is *'where the actioil is*' {ur;ied out to 
be correcpThe entries m this Directory reflect the trend of caring for the mentally 
111 child |h his community, in a structured environment, close to his family. Most 
services- ^re day programs, Even fewer chUdren would need to be institutionalized if 
all had ack§ssjo.such programs. ' ; 
* Althougli the growing li^t of facilities is heartening, we caution parents to'rtad 
the entries* carefully. If, for instance, a. child's label n autistic, he may not be 
eligible evei^ in many State mental hospitals wii^l a children's itfiit; or, even* if 
elipb|e. there might be a quota fof children with this di^osis. !\Iso, there are 
relatively few programs designed specificdly for the special needs of some chadreh. 
Often, some categories of mentally ill children --notably autism- are "accept^^d*^ 
into already existing programs for some other kind of handicap. *
